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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 5-6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-5 are not been further treated 
on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Monroe (US Pub. 2003/0061344). 

As to claim 1 , referring to Fig. 5, Monroe disclosed a security and surveillance 
system having the claimed limitations, comprising a network hub 140 (i.e. connection 
processing means) for connecting appliance processor to be monitored in order to 
acquire monitoring data, centralized and distributed remote monitoring stations have 
access to all of the surveillance data from various remote locations via the network or 
the WAN 0J0024, line 22-24), a network interface 135 (i.e. signal converting means) for 
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converting between transmission signal to the appliance processor and transmission 
signal to the network hub; since network interface resides at/in appliance processor, the 
signal between the appliance process and the network interface is short-distance, and 
the signal transmission between the network interface and the network hub is much 
longer, or long-distance. Still referring to Fig. 4, the network hub in addition 
communicates with printer 145 and PCs 150, 155 (i.e. different types of equipment). 

As to claim 3, clearly, the network hub provides isolation between the network 
interface and the centralized remote monitoring station (i.e. LAN/WAN Network). 

As to claim 4, clearly, the network interface provides isolation between the 
appliance processor and the network hub.
